Veteran officer 
facing charges 


An eight-year member 
of the Niagara Regional 
Police force has been 
charged with two counts 
of assault after a domestic 
dispute. 

The officer was arrested 
at his Ridgeway home on 
the morning of July 21 
after allegations of assault 
with his common law 
partner. As a result, he 
was charged with two 
counts of assault, one 


count of mischief under 
$5,000, one count of 
unsafe storage of a fire- 

unsafe storage of a pro¬ 
hibited device. 

The off-duty officer is 
currently assigned to the 
Casino Unit and was held 
in custody pending a bail 
hearing the morning of 
July 22. 

He has been suspended 
from duty with pay. 


Bridges health centre 
reports $233,000 missing

The Niagara Regional 
Police fraud unit is investi¬ 
gating after about $233,000 
was allegedly misappropri¬ 
ated from Bridges 
Community Health Centre. 

Bridges president Russ 
Wilson said the health cen¬ 
tre, with offices at 177 King 
St. in Port Colbome and 1485 
Garrison Rd. in Fort Erie, 
learned about 11 months ago 
that funds had been taken 
from the organization during 
the previous four years. An 
unidentified employee was 
subsequently fired. 

Police were called follow¬ 
ing a forensic audit conduct¬ 
ed on the health centre ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Although Wilson said the 
completion of the investiga¬ 
tion “is imminent,” the detec¬ 
tive conducting the investi¬ 
gation couldn’t predict how 
much longer it will take. 

“I have to rely on docu¬ 
mentation from outside 
sources and it’s really out of 
my control as far as when I 
receive that information," 
said Det. Bill Stockill. “To put 
a time limit on it, I really 

He could not say 
Wednesday whether an 


arrest will be made at the 
conclusion of the investiga- 

"It’s way too early,” Stockill 
said. 

Asked if the provincial 
government-funded organi¬ 
zation has stepped up secu¬ 
rity or added additional safe¬ 
guards as a result of the 
alleged fraud, Wilson said 
“it’s business as usual." 

"We’ve been able to main¬ 
tain our level of service to 
our clients," Wilson said. 
“That was not impacted. 
We’re just moving along as 
normal, and normal practic¬ 
es are instituted as they 
would be in any of these 

Stockill said fraud cases 
like the one he’s currently 
investigating are far too com- 

“I investigated one — it 
took a couple of years — a 
retailer in Niagara Falls. The 
former employee was dip¬ 
ping into company funds for 
a few years and it resulted in 
a couple of hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars in loss.” 

That investigation led to 
an 11-month jail sentence 
for the former employee of 
that company.

The people of 
Ridgeway, its business 
people and its visitors 
all deserve the attention 
received in the last little 
while and hopefully this 
success will trickle into 
other parts of town, giv¬ 
ing the municipality a 
chance to show off its 
full potential.

A group of over 50 orga¬ 
nizations from across 
Canada has signed a joint 
letter to Ontario Premier 
Kathleen Wynne urging 
her to place housing at 
the top of the agenda as 
she hosts the provincial 
and territorial premiers 
for the July 22-24 meeting 
of the Council of the 
Federation in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Ont. 

Led by Dignity for All: 
the campaign for a pover¬ 
ty-free Canada, the letter 
calls on the premiers to 
ask the federal govern¬ 
ment to recommit $1.7 
billion in vital operating 
funds for social housing 
providers that is presently 
set to expire in 2014 - a 
recommendation echoed 
by the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities 
and the Canadian Housing 


the cost of living increasingly 
out of reach for families. 

Grossly inadequate hous¬ 
ing has left too many without 
a place to live. Nunavut 
alone needs an estimated 
3000 new housing units, and 
another 90 each year simply 
to keep up with population 
growth. 

Too many communities 
still lack access to fast, reli¬ 
able internet service, under¬ 
mining business develop¬ 
ment and skills training. And 


and Renewal Association. 

The diverse group of 
signatories also requests a 
call from the premiers for 
an immediate federal- 
provincial-territorial 
housing ministers' meet¬ 
ing to take further action 
on housing. Such a meet¬ 
ing could engage key 
stakeholders and lay the 
groundwork for a national 
housing strategy based in 
human rights that respects 
provincial jurisdiction. 

Leilani Farha, Executive 
Director at Canada 
Without Poverty, points to 
repeated calls to develop 
a national housing strate¬ 
gy. “Across the country 
and within the United 
Nations system, it is rec¬ 
ognized that Canada is in 
a housing crisis. As recent¬ 
ly as April, members of 
the UN Human Rights 
Council reiterated the 
need for a national hous¬ 
ing strategy in order for 


mental health services is 
undermining the founda¬ 
tions of communities—the 
very basis of their prosperi¬ 
ty- 

With bountiful natural 
resources and a quickly 
growing population, the 
North is building a strong 
economy. Yet its full poten¬ 
tial cannot be realized if 
families cannot afford 
healthy food, cannot find a 
place to live and cannot get 
the supports they need. 


Canada to comply with its 
human rights commit¬ 
ments and obligations.” 
Farha also noted that, 
“While the federal govern¬ 
ment has ignored these 
recommendations, the 
premiers have an oppor¬ 
tunity to bring the gov¬ 
ernment back to the 
table." 

“At least 200,000 people 
are homeless each year 
while waiting lists for 
affordable housing con¬ 
tinue to grow,” says Simon 
Lewchuk, Policy Analyst 
with Citizens for Public 
Justice. "The links 
between inadequate hous¬ 
ing, poverty, and health 
are clear. If the premiers 
don’t push the federal 
government to take action 
on housing now, they'll 
pay the social and eco¬ 
nomic costs later.”

This week, Ernie 
Hardeman, Oxford MPP 
and PC Critic for 
Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Affairs, said that 
Kathleen Wynne, Premier 
and Minister of Agriculture 
and Food owes farmers an 
apology for choosing to 
campaign in a by-election 
instead of attending the 
last day of the annual fed¬ 
eral-provincial-territorial 
Agriculture Ministers 
meeting. 

"I am disappointed that 
Premier Wynne chose 
campaigning over staying 
to represent our farmers 
at the agriculture minis¬ 
ters meeting," said 
Hardeman. “Leaving early 
sends a message to the 
federal government, other 
provinces and our farm¬ 
ers that Ontario isn’t pre¬ 
pared to stand up for our 
agriculture industry.” 

On Friday July 19, while 
Minister of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Gerry Ritz 
and Agriculture Ministers 
from across the country 
were holding their last 
day of meetings in Halifax, 
Wynne was in Ottawa 
campaigning for the 
Liberal candidate in the 
Ottawa South by-election. 

“I don’t think it is fair to 


Ontario farmers and our 
agriculture industry to 
have an Agriculture 
Minister who doesn’t have 
time to attend the full fed¬ 
eral-provincial meeting, 
respond personally to 
agriculture media or travel 
to see agriculture prob¬ 
lems first-hand,” said 
Hardeman. 

Hardeman wrote to 
Wynne on July 12 to 
express concern that she 
had not taken the time to 
see crop damage that 
resulted from significant 
flooding in many parts of 
Ontario and invited her to 
join him in his tour of 
damage in Chatham Kent. 
Wynne has not responded 
to the letter. 

“Taking on the roles of 
Premier, Minister of 
Agriculture and Food and 
Minister of 

Intergovernmental Affairs 
would make it difficult for 
anyone to do all of the jobs 
well,” said Hardeman. “My 
concern is that it means 
Ontario farmers aren’t 
getting the attention and 
representation that they 
deserve.”

Algae buildup can't 
be removed without 
MNR approval

A build up of algae at 
Waverly Beach in Fort 
Erie isn't going anywhere 
until the Ministry of 
Natural Resources says it 
can be removed. 

The Town of Fort Erie 
contacted the MNR 
recently about the notice¬ 
able presence of algae 
along the public beach's 
shore and when inspect¬ 
ed, it became evident a 
species at risk is also 

"When they came down, 
the Fowler's Toad in the 
area was quite active," 


said the municipality's 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer Larry Adams. 

The popular amphibi¬ 
ans are within the algae 
and also in the sand at the 
beach and the only way to 
remove them before 
cleaning the area up 
would be by hand, a task 
that would take far too 
long. 

Adams said the MNR is 
in Fort Erie today con¬ 
ducting evaluations of all 
of Fort Erie's beaches, 
which may result in the 
Town being given an indi¬ 
cation about when its 
retained contractor can 
be directed to begin 
removing the algae.

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Police investigating double shooting in St. Catharines

Niagara Regional 
Police are investigating a 
double shooting over¬ 
night in St. Catharines. 


The story is still devel¬ 
oping, but NRP spokes¬ 
man Const. Rich Gadreau 
confirmed two people 
were taken to St. 
Catharines hospital just 
after 4 a.m. Tuesday with 
non-life-threatening 
gunshot wounds. 

Niagara EMS also con¬ 
firmed they responded 
to the scene and trans¬ 
ported two patients to 
hospital. An ORNGE air 
ambulance was original¬ 
ly called in, but wasn't 


required. 

At about 6:30 a.m. 
Tuesday, the NRP's 
emergency task unit 
responded to a house on 
Kirk St. in west St. 
Catharines where they 
believed a suspect might 
be hiding. 

The area around 
Pelham Rd. between 
Glendale Ave. and Rykert 
St. was blocked off and 
the police service's 
emergency command 
post was set up in the 


parking lot of a former 
bank near David St. 

ETU officers in full tac¬ 
tical gear were on scene 
in the area, including 
two officers wearing 
grass-covered sniper 
camoflauge and carrying 
sniper rifles. At one 
point, police could be 
hear speaking through a 
megaphone. 

By 9 a.m., however, 
Gadreau said nobody 
was found in the Kirk St. 
house and the ETU offi¬ 


cers cleared the scene. 

"I can confirm it was a 
double shooting and the 
investigation led us to a 
location on Kirk St.," said 
Gadreau. 

"There was no suspect 
found at the location 
they were investigating, 
so right now the investi¬ 
gation is still ongoing." 

The area around 
Bunting Rd. near 
Roehampton Ave., how¬ 
ever, remained blocked 
off and surrounded with 


police tape as of mid 
morning Tuesday. 

Kasandra Cleary, who 
lives on Roehampton 
Ave., said she thinks she 
heard the gunshots. 

“I was up around 4 a.m. 
feeding my daughter I 
heard a car driving up 
and I heard three pop¬ 
ping sounds. It sounded 
like gunshots so I looked 
out the window, but I 
didn't see anything. Then 
I heard the car driving 
off,” she said.

Getting ready for the Prince 
of Wales stakes race

In less than two weeks, 
the Fort Erie Race Track's 
most prestigious event 
will be coming out of the 
gate. 

The Prince of Wales 
stakes race, in its 78th 
year, will be held on a 
Twilight Tuesday card, 
instead of on a Sunday 
like it has for decades. 

"We're going to have a 
good show," said Jim 
Thibert, chief executive 
officer of the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium. 

Earlier this year, Fort 
Erie trainer Nick Gonzalez 
and his horse Midnight 
Aria finished first in the 
Queen's Plate at 
Woodbine, the first jewel 
in the Canadian Triple 

Gonzalez has decided 
not to enter his recent 
winner in the Prince of 


Wales stakes race, as a 
precaution for the horse's 
welfare. 

"That means there will 
be no triple crown winner 
this year," said Thibert. 

Although some racing 
fans had concerns with 
scheduling the famous 
race in Fort Erie on a 
Tuesday, going against the 
grain and offering it on a 
day other than Sunday, 
Thibert said most people 
he has spoken with are in 
favour of the change. 

Twilight Tuesdays have 
been the most successful 
day of the week for the 
Fort Erie Race Track this 
season. On July 16, a total 
of $757,644 was wagered 
on racing in Fort Erie from 
bettors on site and from 
other parts of the world. 

"This is our highest- 
grossing Twilight Tuesday 
to date," said Thibert. 

Since Tuesdays are gen¬ 
erating so much interest, 
Thibert said it seemed 


suitable to move the day 
of the week that the stakes 
race is held. 

"We want to keep our 
resources focused on 
what meets the goals of 
the modern racing plat¬ 
form," said Thibert refer¬ 
ring to steps made in cus¬ 
tomer service and the 
overall delivery of the 
horse-racing product. 

He said if Gonzalez 
didn't decide to sit out 
from the upcoming stakes 
race, there would be some 
extra enthusiasm in the 
air that could potentially 
result in more wagering 
and attendance. But he 
understands Gonzalez's 
decision and agrees it was 
the right one to make. 

"You have to do what's 
right for the animals. In 
the end, the horse has to 
prevail," said Thibert.

'We're all in' for south Niagara hospital: Martin 


Niagara Falls 
mayor says Fort 
Erie is sending a 
strong message

Fort Erie is showing the 
province the money and 
Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati says he is happy 
to see the town's council 
showing leadership. 

"I'm thrilled to see it,” 
said Diodati. "They are 
sending a strong message 
to the minister of health, 


to Premier Kathleen 
Wynne and other munici¬ 
palities in Niagara that 
the community is ready to 
implement ... plans for 
better health care in 
Niagara south." 

At Monday's meeting, 
Fort Erie council unani¬ 
mously voted in favour of 
setting aside $3 million 
during an extended peri¬ 
od of time, which could 
last up to 25 years. 

The town is the first 
municipality in the region 
to make a financial com¬ 
mitment to a south 
Niagara hospital and 


Diodati said Niagara Falls 
staff is also working on 
securing a multi-million 
dollar assurance. 

"I anticipate we will be 
dealing with a report by 
city staff at our September 
meeting," he said. "Niagara 
Falls has a greater popula¬ 
tion so obviously (our 
commitment) is going to 
be a greater amount, but 
those numbers will come 
out when we get a 
report.” 

The $3 million in fund¬ 
ing from Fort Erie will 
most likely come through 
property assessment 


taxes, said Fort Erie Mayor 
Doug Martin. He said the 
terms of the payment 
arrangements will be the 
subject of budget deliber¬ 
ations in 2014. 

Putting that amount 
into context, Martin said a 
$3 million commitment 
during 30 years would 
equal around a 0.5% 
increase to taxpayers per 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment hasn't given the 
green light to a south 
Niagara hospital just yet. 
Health Minister Deb 
Matthews has said there 


are "many steps" before 
the government can make 
a decision on a new hos¬ 
pital. 

"They said show us the 
plan, show us the land 
and show us the money. 
That was the process we've 
got to go through," Martin 
said Tuesday. "Well, we're 
all in." 

Thorold, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and St. 
Catharines all pay a per 
capita-based percentage 
for the $l-billion hospital 
in St. Catharines. 

Martin said Fort Erie's 
early pledge will hopefully 


get the ball rolling with 
other municipalities step¬ 
ping up to the plate. 

"It's time to start put¬ 
ting aside money now so 
when the time comes we 
are prepared to make that 
financial commitment 
and we're ready to go," 
Martin said. 

The location proposed 
to the Ontario government 
by the Niagara Health 
System's provincially-ap- 
pointed supervisor Kevin 
Smith is 12 hectares of 
property at the northwest 
corner of Montrose and 
Lyons Creek Rds. 


Pregnant cat repeatedly shot with crossbow in Thorold South

An unborn Siamese kit¬ 
ten saved the life of its 
mother after being impaled 
by an arrow shot at the cat 
Tuesday in Thorold South. 

The Lincoln County 
Humane Society is investi¬ 
gating the animal cruelty 
case after the pregnant cat, 
which the organization has 
named Cinnamon, was shot 
at least four times with a 
crossbow, causing it to lose 
its litter of kittens. 

LCHS staff responded to a 
call for a cat in distress 
Tuesday night, and found 
the feline with the plastic 
portion of a dart sticking 
out of her abdomen. 

She was rushed to the St. 
Catharines Animal Hospital 
and underwent surgery. 

“It was a large cat obvi¬ 
ously when it came in and 
they had to X-ray it because 
one arrow was still protrud¬ 
ing from the cat’s abdomen,” 
said Kevin Strooband, exec¬ 
utive director of the LCHS. 

X-rays indicated the cat 
was carrying at least six kit¬ 
tens, which had to be abort¬ 
ed during surgery. It was 
also found that one of the 
kittens was impaled by the 
arrow, which ultimately 
saved the life of the mother. 

“This saved the cat’s life 
because it stuck in the uter¬ 
us, so if the cat wasn’t preg¬ 


nant, the arrow would have 
likely hit the kidney or one 
of its major organs,” said Dr. 
Bassem Boctor, the veteri¬ 
narian who performed the 
surgery. “It had four major, 
deep injuries.” 

Boctor said when the cat 
arrived at his hospital, there 
were three darts stuck in it, 
while a fourth dart was 
brought in loose. 

“We had to sedate the cat 
to get them out,” he said. 
‘Tve never seen something 
like this - it was very trau- 

Surgery was successful 
and the cat is now recover¬ 
ing at the humane society in 
St. Catharines. 

“She’s alert and respon¬ 
sive and doing well right 
now,” said Boctor. “She’s a 
strong cat.” 

Boctor said the only worry 
now is that, if the arrows 
had any rust or contamina¬ 
tion on them, it could lead 
to an infection. 

Only time will tell. 

“If she can make it 
through to the end of the 
week and into next week, 
she will pull through," he 

Strooband said staff at the 
LCHS will be keeping a close 
eye on the cat’s progress. 

"We’re going to give this 
cat a high level of care and 
observation to rehabilitate 
it,” he said. 

With the investigation still 
in the early stages, the LCHS 



is appealing to the public 
for information in a case it 
calls "horrific.” 

“We’ve dealt with cats 
that have been shot with 
arrows before, but we’ve 
never had a cat that was 
pregnant where the belly 

investigating it as a 
criminal offence of 
cruelty to animals,” 
said Strooband. 

“This cat suffered 
immensely by 
someone’s sick 
decision to target 
this defenseless 
animal.” 

Cruelty to ani¬ 
mals convictions 
carry a fine of up to 
$60,000 and up to 
two years in jail. A 
lifetime ban on 
owning pets may 
also be imposed. 

“This is a serious 
crime,” Strooband 
said, adding it’s still 
too early in the 
investigation to 
speculate how it 
happened. "This 
was not accidental. 

“If it’s so easy to 

mal, you can do it 
to anybody, and 
that’s concerning." 

Strooband said 
the investigation is 
ongoing and offi¬ 
cials are still look¬ 
ing to find the own¬ 


ers of the cat as well as any 
potential leads. 

“We don’t know who the 
owner of the cat is at this 
point, so we’re not only 
looking to the public for 
help on determining who 
did it, but also, we’re trying 


to find the owner,” he said. 
“If we can’t, then we will 
place it up for adoption 
once it can be adopted. We 
may put it into foster care in 
the interim." 

In animal cruelty cases, 
humane societies are the 


lead investigating agencies, 
but may work with police if 
needed.

DRY 1 SKIN; 


At this time of year patients are starting to complain about dry skin. Dry skin management 
often involves some trial and error of different products, but there are some general rules 
everyone can follow to help manage symptoms. 

Dry skin occurs when oils in the skin are lost and water that is normally in the skin is able 
to escape. When bathing or showering it is important to use lukewarm water as opposed to hot 
water. Hot water can cause more oil to be lost from the skin and cause itching and dryness. 
Soap should be used only for groin, underarms, and feet. Other moisturizing body washes can 
be used for the rest of the body. After showering or bathing apply a moisturizer to help retain 
some of the moisture from the shower. 

There are many different types of moisturizers. Depending on the ingredients they have 
separate functions. Some ingredients can hydrate and soften the skin. Others provide a barrier 
to prevent water loss, and others help to draw water to the top layer of the skin. Depending 
on what combination of ingredients are used there are four classes of moisturizers. There are 
ointments, oils, creams, and lotions. 

Examples of ointment moisturizers include Aquaphor, and Vaseline. These moisturizers 
can be greasy and only a small amount is needed. They would be useful for someone with very 
dry hands. They can be applied at night under cotton gloves. 

An example of an oil moisturizer would be baby oil. Again, only a small amount is needed. 
It is not a good idea to add these to the bath because they can make the tub very slippery. As 
well they can cause yeast infections when added to bath water. 

An example of a cream moisturizer would be Cetaphil moisturizing cream. Cream 
moisturizers are generally less greasy, and very gentle for sensitive skin. Cetaphil specializes in 
products that won’t cause acne and are safe for people with allergies. 

Lotions are the least greasy; however, they sometimes contain alcohol and can be drying. 
An example would be Nivea body lotion. Read the label on the back of the lotion. You may want 
to avoid those that contain alcohol. 

In general, most moisturizers need to be applied several times throughout the day. Our 
cold dry climate leads to many complaints about dry skin. Luckily, there are many products on 
the market than can help even the worst sufferers. If you are not sure about what is right for 
you, you may need to ask for some professional advice.

A new service in the city 
is intended to make it eas¬ 
ier and safer for motorists 
to report fender-benders. 

Niagara Regional Police 
Chief Jeff McGuire was at 
the Welland police station 
Monday to officially open 
the region’s first collision 
reporting centre. 

The reporting centre 
gives motorists involved in 
a minor collision the 
option of bringing their 
damaged vehicle to the 
police station on Lincoln 
St., rather than waiting for 
police to come to them. 

“First of all, from a citi¬ 
zen’s point of view, it’s a 
much safer way for minor 
accidents to be reported in 
many instances. ... We've 
probably all been there at 
some point in our lives, 
waiting for the police to 
come and take a report,” 
McGuire said. 

He said the new service, 
operated by Accident 
Support Services 

International Ltd. in a 
kiosk set up in the foyer at 
the police station, also 
enhances road safety 
because motorists will no 
longer be standing at the 
roadside while traffic 
speeds by as they wait for 
an available police officer. 

The service is available 
for motorists involved in 
collisions without physical 
injuries or potential crimi¬ 
nal charges. Motorists have 
up to 24 hours to report the 
collision at the centre, and 
vehicles that can’t be driv¬ 
en can be towed there. 
Photographs and informa¬ 
tion about the collision and 
damaged vehicle are then 
recorded and sent to insur¬ 
ance companies and police. 
Motorists can instead 
request a police officer, and 


opt out of using the free 
service funded by insur¬ 
ance companies. 

McGuire said the service 
will allow the NRP to make 
better use of its resources. 

“From my perspective, 
(responding to minor colli¬ 
sions) also ties up our 
police officers when we can 
free them up to spend their 
time properly deployed 
doing things of higher pri¬ 
ority,” he added. 

The collision reporting 
centre is being run as a 
yearlong pilot project, but 
McGuire hopes the facili¬ 
ty’s usage in the months 
ahead will warrant adding 
more of them in other parts 
of Niagara. 

Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs called the proj¬ 
ect “the way of the future,” 
adding it will enhance 
police services while mak¬ 
ing collision reporting 
more convenient for resi- 

Henry D’Angela, chair of 
the police services board, 
called the project “an excel¬ 
lent example of a partner¬ 
ship of many working 
together for a common 
goal,” adding Welland was 
selected because of its cen¬ 
tral location. 

Bob Guwein, vice-presi¬ 
dent of Accident Support 
Services, said the new col¬ 
lision reporting centre is 
the 26th location run by his 
company. 

He said reporting centres 
established in other com¬ 
munities have demonstrat¬ 
ed their effectiveness. 

Guwein said the first 
local fender-bender victim 
used the service before its 
official opening Monday 
morning. 

“His comment was ‘Great 
stuff.' He was a cab driver 
so that extra few hours that 
he saved here today might 
have meant a few more 
fares,” he added.

Elvis Presley impersonator headed to Collingwood festival

The spirit of Elvis Presley 
could be heard bellowing 
through Crescent Park last 
Saturday night. 

It was the annual back¬ 
yard warm-up performance 
for Gord McNeil, a Fort Erie 
resident who competes in 
the Collingwood Elvis 
Festival, a spectacle that is 
one of the largest of its kind 
in North America. 


Thousands of imperson¬ 
ators flock to the small 
town with a population of 
around 20,000 and pay trib¬ 
ute to the man proclaimed 
as the King of Rock n' Roll. 

The festival takes place 
this weekend, therefore last 
Saturday was an opportu¬ 
nity for Mcneil, who has 
three children and two 
grandchildren, to perform 
a collection of Elvis hits to 
over 100 fans in his back- 

"It allows me to enter the 


competition with a lot more 
confidence," said McNeil, 
who sported his new 
authentic Elvis tribute suit 
for the first time during the 
performance. 

Between 20 and 30 
friends and family mem¬ 
bers will be making the trip 
with him and his wife Lynn 
to the festival, where he 
competes in the non-pro¬ 
fessional category of the 
concert years division. 

There is also professional 
and non-professional com¬ 


petitions for impersonators 
who focus on the early 
years of Elvis's career, 
around the era he was criti¬ 
cized for swaying his hips 
on the Ed Sullivan Show. 

McNeil only has the con¬ 
cert at his home and the 
occasional birthday party 
he agrees to as his training 
regiment during the year 
leading up to Collingwood, 
unlike some of the people 
who participate in the non¬ 
professional category.
